Dear Mr. Greenewald: 

The enclosed documents were reviewed under the Freedom of Information/Privacy Acts (FOIPA), Title 5, 
United States Code, Section 552/552a. Deletions have been made to protect information which is exempt from 
disclosure, with the appropriate exemptions noted on the page next to the excision. In addition, a deleted page 
information sheet was inserted in the file to indicate where pages were withheld entirely. The exemptions used to 
withhold information are marked below and explained on the enclosed Explanation of Exemptions: 
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12 pages were reviewed and 10 pages are being released. 

r* Document(s) were located which originated with, or contained information concerning, other Government 
agency(ies) [OGA]. 

r This information has been referred to the OGA(s) for review and direct response to you. 
r We are consulting with OGA(s). The FBI will correspond with you regarding this information when the 
consultation is finished. 

In accordance with standard FBI practice and pursuant to FOIA exemption (b)(7)(E) and Privacy Act 
exemption (j)(2) [5 U.S.C. § 552/552a (b)(7)(E)/(j)(2)], this response neither confirms nor denies the existence 
of your subject's name on any watch lists. 


For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and national security 
records from the requirements of the FOIA, See 5 U.S. C. § 552(c) (2006 & Supp. IV (2010). This response is limited 
to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our 
requesters and should not be taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist. Enclosed for your 
information is a copy of the Explanation of Exemptions.

This is in reference to your Freedom of Information Act request submitted to the Records Management 
Division in Winchester, Virginia. 

Enclosed is a processed copy of FBI Headquarters file 200-HQ-7377 and FBI Los Angeles file 
200-LA-1421 which represent the final release of information related to this request. 

A search of the FBI Headquarters electronic surveillance indices has been conducted, and no 
responsive record which indicates that Edgar Maurice Cortright has ever been the target of electronic surveillance was 
located. 


Records which may be responsive to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, were destroyed 
on January 28, 1978. Since this material could not be reviewed, it is not known if it was responsive to your request. 
The retention and disposal of records are governed by statute and regulation under the supervision of the National 
Archives and Records Administration (NARA), Title 44, United States Code, Section 3301 and Title 36, Code of Federal 
Regulations, Chapter 12, Sub-chapter B, Part 1228. The FBI Records Retention Plan and Disposition Schedules have 
been approved by the United States District Court for the District of Columbia and are monitored by NARA.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552
